Frauds in Horse-Racing. 

A recent New York dispatch says: 
The American Jockey Club has under 
investigation the cases of three pro- 
fessional gambiers, who ran horses of 
their own last summer at Jerume Park, 
Sheepshead Bay and Long Branch, and 
at the same time made books on the 
races, The committee has decided to 
report in favor of a rule forbidding 
book-makers to enter horses for any 
races, and this is certain to be adopted. 
The evidence was clear that these 
operators made little attempt among 
their kind to concea) their frauds, but 
that their schemes to swindle the betting 
Outsiders were considered a quite le- 
gitimate part of their business. This 
action will be followed, it ie expected, 
by other turf clubs. : 
Steepiechases are to be abolished, in 
consequence of their adaptability for 
onfairness, and selling races are likely 
to go, too. The three clubs owning the 
mentioned tracks are in substantial 
accord in a determination to suppress 
the gamblers. The plan experimentally 
tried for one day at Sheepshead Bay, in 
order to make up u oase for decision by 
a court as to its legality, will be adopted 
if judicially sanctioned as not a vicla~ 
tion of the anti-gambling law. It makes 
the clubs the controllers of all betting, 
and the betiers become nominally sub- 
scribers to a purse for the winning 
horse, to whose owner a slight percent- 


age of the sum received is given, the aad 


rest being apportioned among the lucky 
investors. This would be, in effect, a 
Paris mutual system. If found prac- 
ticadle it will displace all other forms of 
betting on the New York courses and 
exterminate the bookmakers.
